conference to a separate peace proposal "directed against our al- 
lies." 
The only explantion offered by Russian diplomats is that 


the Russian prvincial government is referring to the [Vatican's 
peace move. Kerensky's speech has strengthened the neiief that 
with possible changes of a few ministers the Kernsky regime will 
remain intact and succeed in guiding Russia through the present 
crisis. A prominent Russian diplomat today pointed out the 
significance of the Moscow conference. 
He declared there was 


no doubt but that the conference has proved a success and served 
the purpose for which it was intended. The enthusiastic response 
given Kerensky's strong speech and the failure of the extremists 
factions to get an appreciable part of the

GROUPING MEN INTO TEAMS 
The smallest unit 01 "team" in the 


Aimy as the squad. A squad usually 
consists of eight men, one of whom is 
the leader; he is called the "coipoial." 
You will be assigned to a squad al- 
most at once on enteung the Army. 
At first, you may be shifted about con- 
siderably from one squad to anothe*, 
but within a short time you and seven 
other men will be brought together as 
a permanent team. This means that 
you will woik together, dull togethei, 
and sleep in the same tent 01 section 


You will come to

thiough and through and they will be- 
come equally well acquainted with 
you. Some of them will probably 
glow to be your close and life-Ion^ 
friends 
On the other hand, there 


may be one or two men wliom you 
dislike or do not respect.

the same sense that a baseball nine 
01 a football eleven is a team 
Youi 


squad is competitmj* with alt the oth- 
ei squads in your company. When- 
ever it shows itself especially well 
dulled, quick to leam new duties 01 
caieful in respect to cleanliness and 
general beating, you pile up a. few 
points in your favor. The umpires 
are the officeis of youi company, anri 
you may be certain they aie watch- 
ing your squad oxeiy minute of the 
day—not watching for chances to cn- 
ticize but watching hopefully foi signs 
of soldiely spint_and intelligence. 


It is youi fiist duty to help your 


own squad make a good showing. 
it is to your own interest to do so 
There is no more pleasuie or lewaid 
for you in belonging to a poor squa 1 
than theie is for a ball played in be- 
longing to a losing team. Take 
in youi squad and its gooj woik. If 
you find you have one man among you 
who is lazy or childish, try to get him 
into a different attitude. Every squau 
has at least one weak link. The best 
way to handle him is. to talk to him 
until you get him as much inteiesteil 
as you in making >our squad lank as 
the best in the company.
